From the Camp at Ciudad Rodrigo, Oct. 11. 
HE Enemy having retir’d from the River 
Agueda the 7th of this Month,lay quiet in 
their Camp the 8th. The 9th at 7 in the 
‘Morning, they march’d and encamp’d 2 
Leagues from hence, with their Right 
at the Village of Elvodon. They mov'd in feyeral 
Columns, in very excellent Order, and with all the 
Caution that could poffibly be taken for defending 
them(elves in cafe we had atrack’d them; [they had 
9 Battallions more than we, but we had 21 Squa- 
drons more than they ;] Their Rear was brought up 
by feveral Battallions, torm’d into a Line, and which 
march’d in Battallia. The Duke of Berwick caus’d all 
his Horfe to pafs the Agueda,and follow'd theEnemy, 
a long League, within half Cannon-fhot of them, 
with 2 Squadrons of the King’s Guards du Corps, 
and. 200 Spanith Horfe in 4 Troops, of whom he de- 
tach’d 20 Men, who skirmith’d at feveral times with 
thofe who would come from the Enemies Squadrons, 
which at the Approach of our Army haften’d their 
March. A Cornet of the Dutch Troops and feveral 
of their Troopers were kill?’d, and fome taken Pri- 
foners. Alfo feveral Deferters came over to us. 
Yefterday the their orn with 
D tis fuppos’d_ to put their Troops into Quarters. 
tre Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 8. 
‘Madrid, Ogtober 14. Since the Enemies Troops 
which advanc’d towards Ciudad Rodrigo retir'd , 
we learn, that after they had lain encamp’d fome 
days, they march’d towards Salvaterra and Va- 
lencia d’Alcantara ; and that the Duke of Berwick 
mov'd after them with the Army he commands, to 
obferve their March. A great many Deferters have 
come over, and do come over daily ; fome of which 
report, that not 40 Men are left of the Amirante’s 
Regiment. Some Incurfions have been made about 
Badajoz, in one of which Brigadier Spinola brought 
from off the Portuguefe Territories 2000 Sheep and 
above 100 Oxen, and beat a Party of the Enemies 
who. prefented -themfelves to cut off his Retrear. 
They write from, Alicant the 9th inftant, that the 
French Bleet commanded by the Count de Tholoufe, 
arriv’d there that Afternoon. The.Governour of the 
Town waited on him the fame Evening to compli- 
ment him on his Arrival, and the roth the Magi- 
ftrates and Council of the Town complimented him 
likewife. The he landed, and went to the great 
Church, and from thence. to the Governour’s Houfe, 
where a Comedy was acted for his Entertainment, 
and a Firework made at the Charge of the Town 
was plaid off. At his Entrance into the Town he 
was faluted with a tripple Difcharge of Artillery, 
and the like when he return’d on board at 10 a Clock 
at Night. The Streets were illuminated. The Ma- 
giftrates fent him a Prefent of Sweet- Meats and Fruit, 
and he rewarded the Perfons who brought them very

From the Camp at San Francifco near Ciudad Ro- 
drigo, October 18. The Portuguefe Army decamp’d 
from Elvodon the roth inftant, and march’d to Gui- 
naldo, where they halted 4 days; and the 15th con- 
tinued their March to Alfaites, which is 6 long 
Leagues from hence, and out of the Territories of 
Spain. The Deferters that come daily in great Num- 
bers to our Camp, tell us, the Enemies are going 
into Quarters ; that the King of Portugal and the 
Archduke will go with fome Portuguefe Troops into 
Alenteio for fome time, and that the Englith and 
Dutch are to be quarter’d near Lisbon. Above 70 
Deferters of the Amirante’s Regiment which was 
made up moftly of Spaniards, are come hither, and 
affure us there are not 150 Men lett of that Regi- 
ment. The Enemies cannot make up any confider- 
able Body »of-Horfe by the next Campaign, there 
being bur few Horfesin Portugal to remount the 
great Number of their Troopers that want them ; 
and thofe that may be had are fo dear, that a Horfe 
formerly fold for 12 or 15 Piftoles, is now worth 40 
ors50. The Marquis de Bay Lieutenant General ; 
and the Marquis de Risbourg, and Monfieur de Tou- 
longeon, Majors General ;_ march’d from hence this 
Merning with 15 Squadrons which they led hicher 
from Badajoz, and are to go into Alemteio in cate 
part of the Enemies Troops pafs the Tagus, till whea 
they are to canton about Coria. If the Enemies 
have march’d to day from Alfaites further back into 
Portugal,and feparate their}Army,as very like 
they will, feeing they want Magazines to enable 
them to keep the Field long, the Duke of Berwick 
defigns to feparate his Army likewife, and pur the 
Troops into the Quarters appointed for them, and.to 
fer out from hence in 2 or 3 days to go toSalamanca, 
and thence to Madrid, there to ftay till the Arrival 
ofthe Marfhal de Teffe; After which he will return 
to France.

Pars, Nov.7. The laft Advices from Madrid in- 
form us, that the King of Spain has fent a Commiffion 
to the Marquis de. Thoy to command in the old Ca- 
ftile with the fame Power as the Duke of Berwick 
had, till the Arrival, of the Marfhalde Teffe. The 
Duke of Berwick having Advice, that fome of the 
Enemies Troops had appear’d near Valencia, and thar 
it was reported inthe Country thereabouts that they 
had a Defign on that Place, or on Salvaterra, which 
feem’d very unlikely, confidering how far the Winter 
Seafon was advanc’d ; Our of due Cantion,however, 
the faid Duke fent Orders to the Marquis de Bay, 
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who was advanc’d into the Country abour Coria 
with 15 Squadrons, to pals the Tagus at Alcantara, 
to oppofe the Enemies Enterprifes; he likewife or- 
der’d 2 Battallions and 11 Squadrons to match to 
Coria to reinforce the faid Troops under the Marquis 
de Bay, if occafion fhould be. But "tis advis'd the 
Enemies Troops are retir’d 19 Caftel de Vide or Por- 
talegre: We have likewife a Confirmation, that 
all their Forces are retiring by different Routes, 
into Winter Quarters ; and that the King of Portugal, 
the Archduke, and the Amirante, are following thofe: 
which are marching towards Guarda; whence ’tis 
prefum’d they will return to Lisbon. The Englith 
and Dutch Troops are to be quarter’d about Porto 
and other Maritime Places of Portugal,that they may 
receive Reinforcements fooner, as alfo the Provitions 
they expect from Engiand and Holland, being much 
weaken'd by. Defercion and the want of neceffary 
Subfiftance. The Duke of Berwick left the Camp at 
Ciudad Rodrigo the zoth of October, and arriv’d the 
24th at Salamanca ; whence he was to proceed to 
Madrid, and there wait tlie Arrival of the Marthal 
de Teffe, to confer with him» tquching the Condi- 
tion the Troops are in, and which are order’d into 
Quarters. ix
